Friday last taken before Chief Justice Titus: 
bn a writ of Aebeas ‘corpus. Mr. Miner, who 
appeared against the prisoner, objected to the 
Judge iovestiggting the ‘case, beyond an lu- 
quiry Into the legality of the papers. Judge 
Titas overruled the objection, and cited the 
Utah statute to show, that he was bound to 
inquire into the merits of the whole question, 
and the matter then came up de novo, all the 
witnesses being re-examined. Judge Titus 
dreided that while the evidence disclosed im- 
proprieties on both sides, no criminal offence 


under the statute had been committed, and 


discharged the prisoner from custody. Such 
was the substance of the decision, although 
the Judge had a good deal more tosay. He 
commented severely on the conduct of all 
parties engaged in this business, and gave the 
young lady some wholesome fatherly advice. 
He also required that the defendant should 
pay her expenses from the time she left ber 
friends near this city, and alse ber stage fare 
to Fillmore, where she might rejoin the train 
which she had left, under the inducements 
held out to ber by White. 

As there has been a good deal said about 
this decision; we propose to notiee it more at 
length. The statute under which White has} 
been arrested and committed to prison, reads 
us follows : 


Secriox 19. If any person take or entice 
away any unmarried female from ber father. 
iaotber. guardian. or other person having the 
leqal charge of her person be shail, 
upon conviction, etc., etc. 


It is a well understood and wise rule of 
law, that criminal statutes must be strictly 
construed. The prosecuting witness herself 
ended the case when she testified that she was 
21 years of age, bad left her father’s roof witb- 
out his consent, bad no guardian, and was in 
law ami fact entitled to go when, where and 
with whom she pleased. The Judge so ruled. 
and under the law and hia orth he was bound 
to discharge the prisoner. But there was an- 
other phase in this matter. White, although 
be had been guilty ef no crime, had been 
guilty of improprieties and actions which gave 
the Court jurisdiction over bis person. Under 
the circwmstances disclosed, it was competent 
for the Court, while dismissing the criminal 
action, to have Bound bim over to keep the 
peace and refrain from further interference 
with the lady. Before rendering the decision. 
Jndge Titus called ont the Attorneys. and it 
is understood, this or a similar view was sng- 
gested. with the addenda that if White would 
phy the lady's expenses back to the train she 
bad so injudiciously left, the holding him to 
bonds to keep the peace would be nuneces- 
sary. With this understanding the decision 
was rendered. Should the defendant fuil to 
comply with this just suggestion, the Court 
can re-arrest and hold bim to trial as we have 
suggested. We take this occasion to com- 
mend the course of the Chief Justice as one 
eminently sound in law, while his forcible re- 
marks and strictures gave evidence that to the 
extent of his power. innocence and virtue wi’) 
ve protected against designing men, whether 
pretended or real friends. It is to be hoped 
that the young lady will take warning from 
this experience and not lend a willing ear to

The following order expluining itself and 
its advent will be gladly hailed by many men 
of the cominand at Camp Douglas.

The following general order and circular of 
the War Department are published for the in- 
formation of all concerned 


War Derartuent. Gen's Orricx. 
Wasnincton, July 26, 1864. 


General Orders, No. 235. 

1. On and after this date, volunteers serv- 
ing in three (3) years’ organizatione who may 
have, at the date of re-enlistment, less than 
sixty (60) days to serve, may re-enlist in the 
regiments or companies to which they belong 
fur one, two or three years, as they may in 
each case elect. T. e new term will commener 
from date of re-enlistment. 

2. All men re-enlisting will be entitled to 
the bount Nr by the Act of Congress. 
Approved July 4th, 1864, and promulgated in 
General Orders No. 224, current series, from 
this office, as follows: For one year, $100; for 
two years, 8200; for three years, $300 The 
law provides that one-third of the bounty 
“shall be paid to the soldier at the time of his 
being mustered (re- mustered) into the service. 
one-third at the expiration of one-halt his 
term of service, and one third at the expira- 
tion of his term of service.” 

Under the foregoing the first inetalment of 
bounty will be paid when the men are re-mus- 
tered, and ns follows: For re-enlistments for 
one year. $33 33; for re enlistments fur two 
years, $6666; for re-enlistments for three 
years, $100. 

8. The muster out of service, re enlistments, 
re- musters and payments under this authority. 
will be regulated by the general provisions of 
Genéral Orders No. 359, series of 1863, frum 
this office. 

The following remark will be made on the 
muster out roll: 

* Discharged by re-enlistment for one year 
(or two or three years, as the case may be) 
under the provisions of General Orders No. 
235. of 1864, from the War Department.” 

The following remark will be made on the 
muster in roll: 

Re- mustered for one year (or two or three 
years, as the case may be) under the provis- 
ions of General Orders No. 235, War — 
ment. series of 1864.“ 

4. Reports of credits (see circular, No. 52, 
current series, from this office.) under the fore- 
going, must be made and kept separate from 
those for other troupes. 

5. To men re-enlisting, as herein provided, 
no furloughs will be promised. Commissaries 
of mrerers and their assietants will be held re- 
sponsible that this condition is distmetly un- 
derstood by all parties concerned.

The Tribune's correspondent with Grant 
says: By reference to the Richmond Whig 
which 1 mailed you last night, you will see 


that on their own calculation there remains in | 


the whole South but 132,000 men between 
the ages of 15 und 60. These they style ex- 
empts hy the enactment of their Congress, and 
all residents between these ages are in their 
service. From these exemps only can they 
recruit their armies; but these 132,000 
are all men who have been detailed for duty 
and considered up to this time as virtually im- 
portant as service in the army. and not all of 
them, nor any lurge portion of them, can be 
spared from their present avocations as over- 
seers on plantations, as workmen in Confeder- 
ate arsenals, as manufacturers of articles which 
must be obtained. Hence there is no basis of 
addition to their armies. The position at Deep 
Bottom is now garrisoned entirely by negro 
soldiers. under Gen. Pane. Operations at 
Dutch Gap are being prosecuted by a force of 
negro soldiers, and a fair proportion of the 
trenches are held by dusky patriots. 

The Tribune's Washington special says two 
Wisconsin soldiers, wounded in the battles of 
the Wilderness. arrived bere to-day from that 
locality. By good fortune they fell into the 
bands of Union farmers living near the bat 
tle-field. who nursed them until they were re- 
stored to bealth. They state that numbers of 
our wounded made their way to farm houses 
in the vicinity of the battle-field, but most of 
them died from sheer want of medical atten- 
tion. Hundreds of the dead lie unburied on 
the battle field of the 2d of July fight. 

A special to the World from Wasbingten 16, 
says some 16 deserters from Lee's army ar- 
rived here tu-day. They fully confirm previ- 
ous reports that the enemy is being largely 
reinforced by conscripts. 

The Heruld's City Point correspondent of 
the 15th says: Yeslerday morning Gen. Bir- 
ney opened all bis batteries on the rebel 
works and on the City of Petersburg. He lit- 
erally rained shot and shell on them for over 
two hours. This was in retaliation for the reb- 
els firing on our pickets at all hours. All ac- 
counta of the impending battle on the Weldon 
railroad are mere speculations, based on re- 
mote probabiljties. Whether Lee removed 
his head-quarters to Reams’ station, as report- 
ed by deserters, to oversee the engagement. 
or not, be does not seem disposed to bring on 
one as yet. 

Another correspondent says: Brig. General 
Howell of Terry's division of the 10th corps. 
was accidentally killed on the night of the 
lich by his horse rearing and falling on him. 

The Herald's correspondent near Point of 
Rocks on the 13th, describes the cannonading 
by the yebels on the day before, as an attempt 
to knock down our signal towers; the firing 
on both sides was terrible, though with no 
damage to the towers. 

The Herald's 2d cavalry division correspon- 
dent says: We have been enjoying an exceed- 
ingly beueficial rest: The regiments in the 
meantime are rapidly filling up.
